After completing his fiendish work 


Scott rubbed beef gall into her wounds 
and put salt in her hands, "to bring 
her out of her spasms," he said.

"DEATHTOTHEHNG" 


Demonstration of the Popu- 


lace in Madrid 


DISiPPftOVIL OP fiEI. CA1POS. 


The Funeral of a Victim of the Gen- 


darmes—A Hooting Crowd Before 


tht*n*> Palace Which the Po- 


lk* Were Afraid to Disperse. 


MADRID, Feb. 8.—Thi» city was the 


seene yesterday of a demonstration 
that would have required but very lit- 
tle to have turned it. into a serious riot 
As told in these dispatches on Tuesday 
last, a number of men hooted Gen. 
Campos a*> he waa driving to hi* reel 
deneefrom the railway station on his 
return from Cuba. A number of the 
hooters were arrested and one of them 
broke away from gendarmes who had 
him in custody and sought to make his 
escape. 


The gendarmes fired twice at him and 


killed him. The shooting caused great 
excitement and the government waa 
bitterly condemned by the republicans. 
.Yesterday afternoon the funeral of 
tte victim took place and was attended 
by an enormous crowd. Fully 12,000 
men, moat of whom were republicans, 
marched to the cemetery, shouting for 
the entire distance: "Down with the 
police," "Down with Campos" and 
"Long live the republic." 


The government anticipated trouble, 


and there was a strong display of gen- 
darmes, who, however, appeared to be 
afraid to interfere with the proces- 
sion in any way, lest they invoke a 
riot. Consequently the crowd shouted 
itself hoarse until the cemetery \\ 
reached, when the great assemble, e 
stood with bare heads until the funera 
rites had been completed. The greater 
portion of the crowd then dispersed, 
but 2,000 of its. number again formed in 
line and marched unmolested back to 
the royal palace, in front of which 
they gathered unmolested and shouted 
"Death to the King," "Death to the 
Jueen Regent." and "Long live the 
Republic." 


Even the guards who are always on 


duty about the palace seemed to be in- 
timidated by the sullen temper of the 
mob and made not the slightest at- 
tempt to drive them away. 


After partly venting their anger 


against the youthful king and / his 
mother, the crowd marched to the resi - 
dence of Gen. Campos, where a simi- 
lar demonstration of disapproval wan 
made. 
o 


The apathy of the police, which was 


nnouestionably due to fear, was sig- 
nificant. So far at> known, the civil 
authorities made no request of the mil- 
itary for aid in dispersing the'crowd, 
the members of which did as the> 
pleased until nightfall. However, they 
committed no overt acts. 


After darkness had set in it was pro- 


posed to gather under the windows of 
;he hotel at which were stopping a 
number of republican delegates who 
had come to Madrid especially to at- 
lend the funeral of the victim of the 
gendarmes, and serenade them. The 
xilice had, in the, meantime, mustered 
;heir courage and told the leaders* the 
serenade fjould not be allowed. The 
crowd, after insisting upon carrying 
out their plan, finally listened to their 
eaders and dispersed.

Th* 
records are too fsjl uf jtalttw enprea- 
sfcws by Mr. Lincoln, showing hisgrea* 
reverweefor religion and We uaerten- 
tatioue, natural sense of piety, to 
eave any doubt about his accept- 
ance of the fundamental doctrines 
of Christianity, though he was never 
in any sense a theologian. 
When 


he left Springfield for Washington he 
said to his neighbors that be felt he 
could not succeed without the same di- 
vine blessing which sustained Washing- 
ington. In his own words: 
"I hope 


you, my frieads, will all pray that I may 
receive that divine assistance without 
which I cannot succeed but with which 
success is certain." These are not the 
words of an unbeliever, 
Gen. Sickles 


testifies that after the battle of Gettys- 
burg be had an audience with Mr. Lin- 
coln and that the latter explained he 
bad felt no anxiety about the issue of 
the battle because 4n the privacy ot his 
apartment he hai prayed to God for 
success, -and I then and 4here made a 
solemn vow to God that if he would 
stand by our boys at Gettysburg I would 
stand by him. And he did, and I will." 
Again, these arenot the words of an un- 
believer. A year below his death he 
wrote to his friend Speed; "lamnroftt- 
ably engaged readinf the Bible. late 
all of this book upon reason that you 
can and the balance on faith and you 
will live and die a better man." Illus- 
trations of this kind eight easily be 
multiplied. 
His speeches and his writ- 


ing abound with similar references. 
They show not only that he believed in 
the fundamental doctrines of Christian- 
ity, but that he had a simple, natural, 
trustful, unostentatious, and dbdog- 
mafical form of religion. It would make 
this world better if more people were the 
same type of Christian as honest 
Abraham Lincoln.

Powers New Grand Opera House 


to be Opened Monday Hight. 


IT WILL BE A BRILLIANT EVENT. 


Description 
of the Intenior of the 


Handsome Temple of Amusement— 
The Decorations and Scenery—Taste- 
ful Blending of Colors—A Monument 
to Mr. Powers's Generosity and En- 
terprise. 


The New Grand. 
It will open again Monday evening, 


Feb. 10. 


Rice's "1492" will be the attraction. 
Lot the great hall be packed to the 


dome. 


The entire community looks forward 


with pleasure to the re-opening of Pow 
ers' New Grand Opera House, which 
important event will occur next Mon- 
day evening with the presentation of 
Bice's "1492." The work of rebuilding 
the structure has come to a close and 
everything will be in readiness for the 
opening night. Without doubt Decatur 
has one ot the most artistically decora- 
ted, best appointed Bad handsomest 
theatres in Illinois outside of Chicago. 
While it is not as large as some of the 
city theatres there are few play houses 
in Chicago that surpass it in beauty 
and completeness. It hardly seems 
possible 
that 
on 
November 
4th 


laat the 
Powers opera house * was 


completely destroyed by fire and that 
the handsome building has again sprung 
up almost as if by magic. Immediately 
after the disaster the owner decided to 
rebuild, and since that time large forces 
of men have been at work night and 
day striving to construct tho building at 
the earliest possible time. The task ha's 
been completed and'at an expense of 
about 875,000. 
No money has been 


spared in making the place attractive, 
and as long as the opera house exists it 
will stand as a monument to the gener- 
osity and enterprise of its owner, Orlando 
Pjwers. 


DESCRIPTIVE. 


The dimension? and general arrange- 


ments of the house are the same as be- 
fore the fire; in fact one almost feels 
that they are in the old house, newly 
and more handsomely decorated. There 
are however, many marked improve- 
ments which u-ill add to the comfort of 
tho patrons and convenience of the mana- 
gers. The entrance to the theater is the 
came as it was before the fire. The wood 
work m the lobby is of highly polished 
oak. The walls in color are a deep red 
and the ceiling is frescoed in lighter 
tints. The box office is on the south 
side and the check room on the north 
side of the lobby. Swinging glass doors 
open into the reception room. Here the 
walls are decorated in a pretty shade of 
green and an elegant green carpet covers 
the floor. On the south side is a large 
red terra cotta fireplace with a gas log 
and the stairway leading to the balcony 
is on the north side. The woodwork is 
oak, the same as in the lobby. 


IK THE NEW HALL. 


Passing under the wide arch the spec- 


tator enters the theater proper, and here 
a pleasant sight meets tho eje. The 
colors of the decorations in the audito- 
rium are Egyptian red, dark green and 
old ivory, with gold trimmings. The 
rich red and deep green of the walls and 
draperies are brightened by the shades 
of old ivory of the woodwork and 
ceiling, and finished by the gilt trim- 
mings, making a thoroughly artistic 
and 
harmonious 
effect. 
The color 


scheme is finely carried out in every de- 
tail of the house. The wainscot which 
extends around the walla about five feet 
from the floor, is enamelled old ivor>», as 
is all of the woodwork in the house. The 
Egyptian red of the walls ia relieved by 
a conventional pattern in gold and as it 
extends toward the ceiling gradually 
blends into a pale pink and is lost in the 
gold borders at the top. The ceiling is 
exquisitely frescoed in two shades of old 
ivory and gold. In the center of tho 
ceiling is a large dome in which are 
many incandescent lights. In front of 
the dome in the ceiling is a large madal- 
ion in the center of which is the mono- 
gram P. O. H. 


THE BOXES. 


On each side of the house there are 


two lower and two upper boxes and 
above these a false box. The woodwork 
about the boxes is enamelled in a light 
and a dark shade of old ivory with the 
relief work in gold. 
The arches of the 


boxes are finished with gilt grille work. 
The inside curtains and 
carpet 
of 


the boxes are dark red and the out- 
sida draperies dark gieen and gold. 
In each box are five rattan chairs 
Cnamelled in .white ^and gold. 
At 


the doors of the enpore boxes-.are red 
and gold portierres, and at the other 
doors in the house are green and gold 
curtains. All of the draperies are made 
of (the heaviest velours trimmed with 
gold braid. The aisles are covered with 
heavy moqbette carpets of a rich red 
color. Around the edge of the proscen- 
ium arch is a broad gold border. The 
front of the balcony and gallery is simi- 
tar to the decoration of the 'boxes and 
walls. 


THE NEW CBAIK.S. 


The chairs are made of natural birch, 


upholstered in red velvet acd corre- 
spond with the colors of the wa^ deco- 


ratkipfe. 
The chairs are comfortable 


and*4ure placed at a convenient distance 
apart. There is a noticeable improve- 
ment in th« arrangement of the seats. 
The parquette-circle is raised much, 
higher than it was befoie,allowing those 
who sit in the back part of the house to 
see over the heads of persona in front. 


LIGHTING FEATURES. 


The house will be lighted by about 


510 incandescent lamps, which are 
arranged in the borders grouped in 
chandeliers. Besides the electric lights 
there are gas fixtures. The system ol 
lighting the house will be better than 
ever before, as tho best electric fittings 
passible have been secured. 
Every six 


lights in the house can be separately 
Controlled from the stage by a switch 
board, which the workmen who put it 
in say is the moat perfect one of the 
kind that they ever saw. 
There are 


also foot-lights and side-lights which 
will be used for stage effects. 


SIATINO CAPACITY. 


The seating capacity of the house is 


greater by ten t^an it was before. 
II 


will accommodate 1610 persons, 570 on 
the lower floor, 335 in the balcony, 665 
in the gallery and 40 in the boxes. 


THE DROP CURTAIN. 


The drop curtain is very beautiful 


and elnborate.andthe work is excellently 
well done. 
It is a fanciful compos! 


tion entitled, "Under Italian Skies." It 
is a scene replete with the sublimities 
of nature and the beautias of art—hu- 
manized by the presence of life and en 
joyment on every hand. 


A picturesque Italian village com- 


posed mainly of delicately tinted acd 
artistic villas borders one of the beauti 
ful lakes of Northern Italy. Directly 
back ot it rises a mountain ridge several 
thousand feet high, green at its base 
and almost to its snow-capped summit. 
Villas and gardens climb its velvety 
slopes and nestle at heights where their 
inhabitants seem out of reach of all 
human turmoil, and are simply drinking 
in the beauties of earth, sea and sky. 
Across the lake in the immediate 
foreground of the picture is a villa 
garden and terrace peopled with a 
youthful, happy group whiling away tho 
summer hours with music and song.
